Marie Brantley Moses was born in Cedar Springs, Ga., April 9, 
1894. After having fulfilled her mission, in accordance to the guid- 
ance from above and the dictates of her heart, departed this life 
April 25, 1978. 


Mrs. Moses attended Cedar Springs Elementary School and Allen 
Normal Industrial School, majoring in Domestic Science. She taught 
school at Mt. Meig Rural School in Early County, Ga., where, inci- 
dentally, some of her pupils were cousins, nieces and nephews, some 
of whom walked 5 miles, barefoot, in pursuit of an education. Mrs. 
Moses was instrumental in the initiating of monthly report cards for 
her students. 


After having joined the late James E. Moses in Holy Matrimony, 
they moved to Newark, N. J. and became affiliated with Israel 
Memorial A.M.E. Church. She served as a Stewardess and as Super- 
intendent of the Sunday School's Cradle Roll and Primary Depart- 
ments. During summers, she was Director of the Vacation Bible School. 


In 1943 she joined St. James A.M.E. Church. Auxiliaries and 
affiliations: King's Daughters; Stewardess Board D; Class Leader; Re- 
ligious Board of Education and Director of the Y.P.D. (Young People's 
Department). 


Mrs. Moses founded the Scholarship Club of St. James. In 1950, 
Raymond Andrews was the first recipient. Her concern for those she 
could help, and those who exhibited enough initiative to help them- 
selves, led to the implementation of projects to raise funds so vital to 
this endeavor. 


We only knew you for a brief moment, 
but through your gracious and loving wisdom, 


a life time of affection was gained.
